next 24 hours are likely to show 
what these are.”

And Should Give Unlimited Support To The Allies

The p rew ar American tendency to think of the 
Issue between the Allies and Germany as merely a 
struggle for territorial and commercial prestige has 
dlaappeared. The ferocity and ruthlessness of Hit­ 
ler’s drive for dominance have convinced Americans 
that the spiritual and polit leal repercussions of a 
Nail triumph would be even more Important than 
the economic consequences. 


American belligerence, which has bean dormant 
ainee the World war. has been stirred by the one 
thing capable of rousing the national tem per—a 
bullying attitude. 


The surging of Indignation ha* been accompanied 
by the electrifying discovery that the United States. 
which had taken Its strength for granted, actually 
is poorly prepared to protect Its interests In a world 
placed at the mercy of bullies. It has been reallied 
suddenly—within 
less 
than 
a 
month—that 
while 
the Allies were prepared to fight the war of 1940 
with the weapons of 11*14 the United States was 
prepared only to enjoy the peace of 1920. 


This nation. Ironically, had permitted Itself to 
believe In collective security for Itself even after 
•venta proved the theory had collapsed In Europe 
Overnight It became necessary to revise its out­ 
look from one of assured safety to one of imminent 
danger. 
Steps are being taken to face the danger. Mean­ 
while. other measures have been taken to assist 
the Allies, on the theory that their resistance has 
become America’s first line of defense. It is popular­ 
ly understood that the government will be limited 
In assistance by the policy that nothing will be 
permitted to interfere with the country's 6wa de­ 
fense; by the policy that troops will not he sent 
abroad; by the policy that only measures short of 
war will ba taken. 
The American public is more inclined than lie 
governing officials, perhaps, to be aware of the d a n ­ 
ger of being shoved Into war. It does not believe the 
United States Is obligated to do anything more than 
it already Is doing to help the Allies, it doubts if 
the United States Hie. tually t a u do anything more 
than already is under way. The Allies must win or 
lose under existing circumstances, in other wold* 
There are. naturally, many, exceptions to the>e 
general opinions 
Popular attitudes vary widely In 
different parts of the country. 
But to the extent that such thins* tan be deter­ 
mined it may be assumed safely that Americans 
have made up their minds on two points 
Sympathy 
and aid for the Allies by measures short of war. aud 
determination to do everything possible to increase 
their own sttength so that never again will they 
feel the si* k panic of helplessness In the f a c e of 
danger.
